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EPA Approva 
Sewage Plant

As expected, the U.S. Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) 
on Sept. 4 granted a discharge 
permit for the Greenbriar sewage 
treatment plant. Some twenty con¬ 
ditions are attached to the permit 
and, with the exception of three, 
do not differ significantly from the 
conditions required by the State 
of Maryland Department of Health 
and Mental Hygiene when it issued 
its permit last January. Included 
among the additional conditions is 
the stringent requirement that 
‘there shall at all times be one 
qualified operator on the treat¬ 
ment site who is certified by the 
State of Maryland as a Class A 
superintendent.” The EPA permit 
becomes effective Oct. 3 and ex¬ 
pires on July 1, 1975. 

This action of EPA now focuses 
attention back on the National 
Aeronautics Space Administration 
(NASA) and the Washington Sub¬ 
urban Sanitary Commission (WS- 
SC). NASA in its final Environmen¬ 
tal Impact Statement issued last 
July announced its intention to 
grant a 150-foot easement for the 
piping of treated sewage effluent 
from the Greenbriar plant to a 
discharge point on an unnamed 
tributary of Beaver Dam Creek on 
NASA property, provided EPA 
issues a discharge permit. The 
tro-ted effluent vviff be coming 
from an on-site temporary private 
treatment plant situated on the 
northern apex of the triangular 
Smith-E w ing parcel located east 
of the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way and designed to serve the 
3.193-unit condominium Greenbri¬ 
ar development. 

NASA indicated this week that, 
while the agreement for the ease¬ 
ment has been finalized, the ag¬ 
ency will probably wait to see if 
there is an appeal of EPA’s deci¬ 
sion before signing off. 

New Tests Begin 

In the meantime, a new set of 
tests began this week at the treat¬ 
ment plant, and are expected to be 
finished within two weeks. These 
tests were part of the requirements 
laid down by WSSC before it would 
assume responsibility for the oper¬ 
ation of the plant.’ The agency 
wants to be assured that the plant 
meets State standards. 

The first tests conducted last 
July were inconclusive. A variety 
of reasons have been given for dif¬ 
ferences between results obtained 
by the WSSC laboratory and that 
of the developer. According to a 
spokesman for the State Depart¬ 
ment of Water Resources, some 
of the limits for determining con¬ 
formance with the standards were 
so low that they were difficult to 
measure. Dr. John Cookson, con¬ 
sultant for the developer, said that 
the problem is not so much the 
small values being measured as it 
is that more sophisticated equip¬ 
ment must be used for proper 
measurement. 

In the earlier tests WSSC had 
been using tap water but has now 
switched to demineralized water 
since tap water contains suspen¬ 
ded solids. Dr. Cookson said the 
change was necessary for the type 
of stringent testing required for 
interim treatment plants of the 
Greenbriar type which produce, ac¬ 
cording to Cookson, "effluent bet¬ 
ter than drinking water.” Cook¬ 
son feels that analysis of the efflu¬ 
ent should be done by a water pur¬ 
ification laboratory rather than the 
usual sewage treatment plant test¬ 
ing procedure. 

The current testing will be done 
by a number of outside laborator¬ 
ies as we)] as by WSSC labs.

I Latest In 
Dispute

Approval of a discharge permit 
for the Greenbriar temporary sew¬ 
age treatment plant by the U. S. 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) touched off a debate at 
last Monday’s city council meet¬ 
ing on whether or not the city of 
Greenbelt should note an adjudica¬ 
tive hearing, appealing the deci¬ 
sion. Since Mayor Richard Pilski 
was absent from the September 9 
meeting, the council finally decided 
to put off a decision until later in 
the week when a full council could 
be present. 

(The News Review later learned 
that the law firm of Covington and 
Burling on behalf of the Prince 
Georges Environment Coalition is 
planning to take an appeal of the 
EPA decision). 

Councilman Tom White pro¬ 
posed the adjudicatory hearing on 
the grounds that the standards 
set down by EPA did not include 
nitrogen removal or adequate vi¬ 
rus surveillance and that effluent 
from the plant would be discharg¬ 
ing into a stream which is not 
free-fiowing all year around, thus 
creating potential health risks. 

Richard Schifter, attorney for 
the Greenbriar development claim¬ 
ed that the conditions attach¬ 
ed by EPA and the State of 
Maryland are among the most 
stringent in the country and that 
it was highly unlikely that any ap¬ 
peal would produce any change or 
tightening of the standards. In 
reply to a statement by Rhea 
Cohen from the audience that ni¬ 
trogen removal should be required 
of the Greenbriar plant because it 
was being required of the new 
sewage plant at the Agricultural 
Research Center, Schifter said that 
EPA was taking the position that 
nitrogen removal should only be 
required of plants that will be in 
existance past 1977. The Agricul¬ 
tural plant is a permanent one, 
whereas the Greenbriar plant is 
expected to be dismantled before 
1977. 

Schifter maintained that the only 
effect of the appeal would be 
to place obstacles in the way of 
people moving into much needed 
housing, and to increase the cost 
of such housing. He also noted 
that an appeal could be costly to 
the city in the way of attorney’s 
fees, securing of expert testimony, 
etc. 

Councilmen Charles Schwan and 
Gil Weidenfeld also expressed 
concern about the additional costs 
to the city and argued that the 
full council should be involved in 
approving costs that may effect 
city finances. Schwan also noted 
that the arguments made in favor 
of the appeal did not include any 
new data, but were simply repe¬ 
titious of the arguments previous¬ 
ly presented to EPA, and reject¬ 
ed by EPA. 

Mrs. Cohen and White deplored 
the absence of timely virus mon¬ 
itoring. The former could see no 
reason why the standards did not 
include virus removal as well. She 
felt that the Greenbriar plant 
should set the standards for the 
country. Why settle for less, she 
asked. 

Dr. John Cookson, consultant 
employed by the developer, stated 
that the advanced processes in¬ 
cluded in the plant would remove 
99.9999999 percent of the virus. 
Nevertheless, he noted that be¬ 
cause of the concern expressed the 
developer has agreed to conduct 
monthly virus tests on the effluent 
He said that the first of such 
tests will take place in a couple 
of weeks in connection with the 
WSSC tests now being done.

Greenbelt Results 

Pilski Gets High Vote 
In Democratic Primary 

With most of the local interest 
focused on the Democratic primary 
contest for the three House of Dele¬ 
gates seats from the 24th District, 
Greenbelters turned out in large 
numbers to give Mayor Richard 
Pilski a top vote of 1,028. Gerard 
F. Devlin was second with 1,004 
votes and third was Greenbelt resi¬ 
dent Marcia Krasnick with 945 
votes. 

Pilski made his best showing in 
the North End and Center school 
precincts, Krasnick in the Spring- 
hill Lake precinct. In all three 
precincts Devlin finished second. 
(See results in accompanying box). 

However, the vote for the entire 
24th District of which Greenbelt is 
only part followed a different pat¬ 
tern. The * winners were Devlin, 
David Gray Ross and Leo Green, 
all from Bowie. Mrs. Krasnick fin¬ 
ished fourth and Pilski fifth. 

In other contests, Greenbelt Dem¬ 
ocrats followed the county trend, 
giving the Blue Ribbon ticket large 
majorities in all cases. At the 
State level, Governor Marvin Man- 
del received a whopping vote both 
in Greenbelt and throughout the 
State. Greenbelt also followed the 
State trend in giving its vote for 
Democratic nomination for U. S. 
Senator to Barbara Mikulski. (See 
results on page 2) 

Former Greenbelter Mayor Fran¬ 
cis W. White was top vote gath¬ 
erer in Greenbelt among the six 
victors in the county councilman- 
at-large Democratic primary. He 
received 1.303 votes against 1,220 
for Francis B. Francois. However, 
the two finished in reverse order 
countywise. 

In the Republican primary, Law¬ 
rence Hogan easily outdistanced 
Louise Gore in Greenbelt for the 
Gubernatorial nomination (the 
vote was 299 to 99), but else¬ 
where the results were different. 
In the other two contests, John 
B. Burcham and Charles Mc- 
Mathias, Jr. had no difficulty in 
winning in Greenbelt as well as 
elsewhere their party’s nomination 
for U.S. Representative and U.S. 
Senator, respectively. 

About 1,880 Democrats and 450 
Republicans voted in Greenbelt’s 
three precincts. This represents 
about a 42 percent turnout for the 
Democrats and a 29 percent turn¬ 
out for the Republicans. In the 
Springhill Lake precinct, the Dem¬ 
ocratic turnout was about 33 per¬ 
cent compared with 47 percent for 
the rest of Greenbelt. 


In a related matter, White com¬ 
plained that Greenbriar residential 
units were being occupied and 
water taps used even though no 
sewage conections or use and oc¬ 
cupancy permits had been granted. 
County health officials, in reply¬ 
ing to this complaint, stated that 
water has been turned on in some 
apartments only for testing sinks 
and commodes and in the recrea¬ 
tion building for drinking only. 
According to the county, any sew¬ 
age generated would overflow the 
commodes, because the lift stations 
are not operative. The county also 
stated, that as a compassionate 
measure, some future tenants have 
been permitted to store some of 
their possessions in the apart¬ 
ments they will eventually occupy. 


Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center Receives Go Ahead

Construction on the Springhill Lake Recreation Center can 
begin any day, said an exuberant city manager, James Giese, at 
last Monday’s council meeting after the city council approved 
a low bid submitted by J. Norman Construction Company. In 
addition to a base bid of $311,740, the project will include $9,500 
for a better gym floor (Gran-Wood); $6,500 for air conditioning 
the gym; and $14,300 for construction of a 40-space bituminous 
parking lot. Although this total amount of $342,040 will exceed 
the budget estimate by $35,000, council felt that the additional 
items were worth the additional costs, especially since they would 
undoubtedly be added later in any event, and at a much higher 
cost. 


Giese cited several sources 
where the additional funds could 
come from — money budgeted 
either for parkland acquisition^ 
the Municipal Building addition, 
or the reconstruction of Crescent 
Road. 

Although not explicitly stated, 
council apparently was not too 
concerned about the overrun be¬ 
cause of the realization that an¬ 
other bond issue would be need¬ 
ed in any event to complete the 
above projects even if no money 
had to be diverted to meet the 
SHL Recreation Building costs. 

The Recreation Center will be 
located at the corner of Cherry- 
wood Lane and Springhill Drive 
next to the former club house for 
the golf course. Giese said it will 
be necessary to eliminate two of 
the nine holes of the present par- 
3 golf course. He noted that the 
city plans to landscape the build¬ 
ing and parking lot as a buffer 
against the nearby Springhill Lake 
apartment buildings, 

Greenbelt Day 

The council received a recom¬ 
mendation from the Greenbelt Bi- 
centeniai Committee that the first 
Sunday in June of each year be 
proclaimed Greenbelt. Day. The 
city was incorporated on June 1, 
1937. The Bicentennial Commit¬ 
tee proposed that the day be ob¬ 
served by special ceremonies, ev¬ 
ents, and activities. Preliminary 
ideas suggested were band con¬ 
certs, a community dance the night 
before, and special school pro¬ 
grams. 

The Committee noted that the 
goals of the American Bicentenni¬ 
al include having all Americans 
take a look at themselves and 
their communities and how they 
have contributed to the nation’s 
heritage. It was, felt that recogni¬ 
tion should be accorded Greenbelt 
for its uniqueness and its signi¬ 
ficance as an early planned com¬ 
munity. 

Credit Union Facility 

Following the advice of the Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board, the coun¬ 
cil recommended to Maryland Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission approval of an appli¬ 
cation for a special exception and 
parking modification to enable an 
addition to be built to the Green¬ 
belt Commercial Center to house 
the Greenbelt Federal Credit Un¬ 
ion. The addition would be in 
front of the shoe repair shop. 
The council stipulated that the 
shoe repair shop should continue

to have access to Centerway and 
that the exit from the theater 
not be blocked. 

Indian Creek Culvert 

Council approved the awarding 
of a low bid for purchase of bonds 
in the amount of $147,000 to per¬ 
manently finance the box culvert 
across Indian Creek on Cherry- 
wood Lane. The low bidder was 
the Citizens Bank and Trust Com¬ 
pany of Maryland at an annual 
interest rate of 6.5 percent This 
is a special assessment project and 
Greenbelt Associates, the owners 
of the benefiting property, are 
paying the cost over a 15-year 
period of time. 

Vandalism 

Council received a letter from 
Msgr. O’Donnell expressing con¬ 
cern over the vandalism which has 
taken place at St. Hugh’s Church.. 
Since early June, approximately 
90 windows in the church costing 
$2,500 have been broken. 

The council, feeling this was a 
community-wide problem, decided 
to call a meeting of interested 
parties including Dr. Leo Walder 
of CARES, the police chief, the 
city manager and the recreation 
director to see what alternative 
courses of action might be taken 
to meet the problem. A public hear 
ing was proposed as the next 
step. 

Bridge Club 

The council unanimously approv¬ 
ed a recreation-department spon¬ 
sored Greenbelt duplicate bridge 
chib, after receiving assurances 
that the bridge club would coop¬ 
erate with the recreation depart 
ment in promoting greater par 
tieipation and interest in bridge 
as a leisure time activity and in 
assisting beginners to learn how 
to play. 

Year 2000 Plan 

The city council gave its gen¬ 
eral support to the Council of 
Government’s Year 2000 Policies 
Plan. Following the recommenda¬ 
tions of the APB, the council ur¬ 
ged that COG give greater empha¬ 
sis to transportation and energy 
resources. 

More specifically, APB had men¬ 
tioned under its transportation in-, 
terests, the subjects of noise con¬ 
trol regulations, development of 
bicycle trails, and the continued 
maintenance of environmental 
quality of the parkways, particu¬ 
larly the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. 

The council added its concern 
for having a METRO subway sta¬ 
tion on the eastern side of the 
B&O tracks so as to readily serve 
the Greenbelt area and expressed 
its opposition to widening and op 
cning of the Baltimore-Washing¬ 
ton Parkway to truck traffic. 

Among the energy concerns ex¬ 
pressed by APB were adequate 
power plant generator capacity 
and alternate supplies for the de¬ 
clining supplies of natural gas 
and oil; utilization of the Potomac 
Estuary as a source of water sup¬ 
ply; and development of a con¬ 
servation ethic.
